June 27, 1997 — Concordia University has announced the appointment of Donat J. Taddeo as 
Executive Vice-Chair of the Capital Campaign for a two-year period commencing 1 July 1997. 


Dr. Taddeo will be responsible for the organization, operation and management of the Campaign 
office and its budget. He will report to the Chair of the Campaign, Mr. Ronald Corey, and 
internally to the Rector and Vice-Chancellor, Dr. Frederick Lowy. 


Dr. Taddeo has been Dean of the Faculty of Engineering and Computer Science since June 1993. 
During his tenure as Dean, the Faculty established its first Advisory Board, extended its co-op 
program format throughout the entire Faculty, increased enrollments and collaborated with the 
Faculty of Fine Arts to develop a joint major in Computer Animation. 


An Associate Professor in Communication Studies since 1985, Dr. Taddeo has held several 
administrative positions at Loyola College and Concordia University, including Dean of Division 
I in the Faculty of Arts and Science from 1980 to 1985. 


Dr. Taddeo has been active in community affairs, especially in the area of cultural communities. 
He has been an executive member of the Montreal Catholic School Commission and member of 
the executive of the School Council for the Island of Montreal, president of the National 
Congress of Italian Canadians (Quebec Region) and a member of several Immigration and 
Cultural Communities and Ministry of Education task forces. From 1988 to 1992, Taddeo served 
as Quebec’s Delegate-General in Italy and was made a Cavaliere dell’ordine al Merito della 
Repubblica italiana in 1993.
